2. RE SUGGESTIONS FOR GREATER COORDINATION AND CONSULTATION 
ON UPCOMING VOTES OF INTEREST TO USG, EMBASSY WOULD PROFFER 
FOLLOWING: IT WOULD BE OF GREAT HELP IF USUN (OR OUR MISSION 
TO WHATEVER IO IS INVOLVED) WERE ABLE TO SERVE AS "EARLY 
WARNING DEVICE" WHICH TRANSMITTED, AS EARLY AS POSSIBLE, ANY 
INDICATIONS THAT HOST GOVERNMENT REP WAS FALTERING, CHANGING 
OR UNCERTAIN OF HIS INSTRUCTIONS ON ISSUE OF SUCH IMPORTANCE 
TO US. THE FOREIGN MINISTRY HERE HAS PLACED ONE OF ITS BEST 

PEOPLE IN NEW YORK. ON MANY ISSUES, ESPECIALLY THOSE PERCEIVED AS OF 
MARGINAL IMPORTANCE TO SALVADORAN NATIONAL INTERESTS (WHICH 
PROBABLY INCLUDES MANY OF THOSE OF IMPORTANCE TO USG) THE 
UN REP MAY VOTE WITHOUT INSTRUCTIONS.IF WE RECEIVE SUFFICIENT 
LEAD TIME, FULL AND CONVINCING RATIONAL FOR WHY THE ISSUE 
IS OF SUCH IMPORTANCE TO US INTERESTS, AND A FEEDBACK SYSTEM 
OF HOW THE HOST GOVERNMENT'S MISSITN REP IS REACTING TO DEMARCHES 
FROM OUR REPRESENTATIVES OR RECEIVING AND REACTING TO HIS 
INSTRUCTIONS, WE FEEL WE STAND THE BEST CHANCE OF MAINTAINING 
EL SALVADOR ON OUR SIDE IN CRUCIAL IO VOTES.
